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Applicant's election with traverse of the species of the article 
invention is acknowledged. Claim(s) 9-10 are withdrawn from 
further consideration by the examiner. Because of required 
separate searches, the restriction is made final. 

Applicant is reminded that if the amendment of any claims 
results in a change of the species they read upon, that is required to 
be indicated.

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. Terms like "bearing ratio", "roughness core 
profile", "material ratio" (which is supposed to be the same as "bearing ratio"), 
"frequency distribution", "half width", etc. are effectively defined in neither the 
specification nor the over 7 million U.S patents, indicating it is not a recognized 
international term of art. The specification is also objected to. 

Claim(s) 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out 
and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention, such as regarding the above terms. 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 
35 U.S.C. § 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this 
section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



Claim(s) 1-4, 7-8, to the extent understood, is/are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e), as being anticipated by Damour. 

Damour discloses all of the claimed elements including, for 
example, the piston pin bushing (front fig.). 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms 
the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office 
action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject 
matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a 
person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 



Claims 5-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as being 
unpatentable over Damour as set forth in the rejection of claims 1- 
4, 7-8 above, and further in view of official notice of common 
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knowledge in the art, and/ or, in the alternative, engineering design 
choice. 

The examiner finds that it would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
to provide the additional features of alloys, etc. in question, since it 
was known in the art to do so to provide the function(s) disclosed. 

Alternatively or additionally, the examiner finds that the broad 
provision of these features vis-a-vis those disclosed by the reference 
solves no stated problem insofar as the record is concerned and, 
accordingly, would have been an obvious matter of design choice. 
See In re Kuhle, 526 F.2d 553, 188 USPQ 7 (CCPA 1975). 

Also, the selection of a known material based on its suitability 
for the intended use is a design consideration within the skill in the 
art. In re Leshin, 227 F.2d 197, 199, 125 USPQ 416, 418 (CCPA 
1960).
